The Bank of Montreal is co-operating in the plan 
announced by the Dominion Government for assisting 
home owners w’ho wish to renovate, modernize or other¬ 
wise improve their homes, and it is now prepared to 
make loans to property owners under the new provisions 
of the Dominion Housing Act. Briefly, the provisions 
regarding home improvement loans are: 


• Maximum loan on one property — $2,000. 

• Discount—Charge equal to $3.23 per $100. of 
the face value of the note, for one year, pay¬ 
able in advance. Repayment by monthly instal¬ 
ments. 

• Loans to be used solely for improving and 
repairing existing property, and not for build 
ing on vacant land. Improvements include all 
such work as new plumbing, remodelling of 
rooms, installation of furnace, painting, roofing, 
etc. Fixtures, which are not removable attach¬ 
ments or appliances, arc considered improve¬ 
ments. 

•No endorsers are required. 

• Loans made to owners only. Properties on 
which loans may be made include: private 
homes, duplexes, small apartment houses, farm¬ 
houses and combination store and dwelling 
houses. 

• Standing of taxes, mortgage payments, etc., to 
be acceptable to the lending institution. 

If you wish to obtain funds to repair, improve or 
modernize your property, we would be very glad to 
have you call and discuss your requirements with us.

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Comlaints about short wei¬ 
ghts and nonpayment lor wheat 
being purchased by unlicensed 
dealers through Albeit t have 
been received at the offices of 
the board of grain commission 
vis here and prosecutions will 
follow, W. II. Blatchford stated 
today upon his return from a 
trip through the northern soot- 
ion of the province. 

At Didsbury, Mr. Blatchford 
raid an/ unlicensed buyer had 
been operating and several 
farmers had complained of non 
payment following delivery. At 
Leduc some buyers purchasing 
grain from the farm and truck¬ 
ing it into town are reported 
to he “chiseling” on weights. 

One fai mer complained a load 
of 125 bushels had returned 
him only the price of 115 bush¬ 
els; another in the same dist¬ 
rict stated he had been “short 
changed” as high as 20 bushvY, 
on a tiucklord and other com¬ 
plaints were along similar lines. 

The majop difficulty, Mr. 
Blatchford states, is on the 
pai t of the farmers themselves 
in selling to men not licensed 
by the board and consequently 
not bonded. 

The Grain Act specifies that „„ 
all buyers must be licensed and | 
bonded, the assistant comn iss- 
i >ner said, and farmers selling 
grain to other than recognized 
sources should be careful in 
that regard. 

In any event precaution should 
be taken in event of sab to 
unknown truckers, to be sure 
and have some reliable person 
in town verify delivery weight.!.

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WEEKLY LETTER 

SUMMER-FALLOWING 

EVERY SECOND VS. 

EVERY THIRD YEAR 

Summer-fallowing has been 
accepted for many years as an 
establised part of dry farming 
practice on the Canadian prair¬ 
ies. Many farmers summer- 
Hallow half of their land each 
year while others have adopted 
a thre-year rotation of one 
year summer fallow and two 
years wheat, and ther e is still 
considerable controversy in 
some localities as to the merits 
of these practices. 

At the Experimental Station 
Lethbridge, wheat following 
summerfallow and wheat follow 
ing wheat hav e been compared 
for 13 years. An analysis of 
some of Ithe data of these 
tests may have some bearing 
on this question. The average 
yield per acre lbr that period 
26.6 bushels per acre following 
in these experiments has been 
a summe r fallow and 15.8 bush 
els following a wheat crop, if 
these yields were applied to a 
one section farm where half of 
the land was summer fallowed 
each year, Ithe average yield for 
the entire acreage of the farm 
would be 8512 bushels per year. 
The three year rotation with an 
alverage of 26.6 bushels on the 
fallow and 15.8 bushels on the 
stubble would give a total prod 
uction of 9024 bushels per year 
more with the three-year rot at 
ion than with the two yar rotat 


ion. 

It is difficult to compare the 
exact cost of two types of farm 
ing as one may spread the work 
more evenly over the year than 
does the other and thus help to 
avoid expensive rush seasons. 
The actual work required for 
various farm operations can 
quite easily l>o tabulated how¬ 
ever, and this has been done on 
the various rotations at the 
Station. Labour costs are avail 
able for a period of i\ years 
on a two-year rotation of sum¬ 
mer fallow and wheat and a 
three-yeai* rotation of summer 
fallow, wheat and wheat, which 
makes it possible to arrive at 
some idea of the *net profit 
from these two types of farm¬ 
ing under conditions prevalent 
at the Station. Ovci his period 
of 21 years, which is for • the 
crops of 1012 and 1935 inclus¬ 
ive, the net returns from the 
'hree year rotation have been 
67 cents per acre per year more 
than the return.! from the two- 
year rotation. 

Another advantage for the 
three-year rotation in addition 
to the slightly greater net re¬ 
turns is that a smaller portion 
of the farm is exposed to dan¬ 
gers from soil drifting. Another 
important advantage of the two 
year rotation is that there is 
is not so much chance of a com¬ 
plete failure in dry years on 
summerfallowed land as on land 
that has been croped the prec¬ 
eding year. 

There are some definite ad¬ 
vantages that the two year 
rotation appears to h* ve over 


the three year rotation. With 
the larger pant of the field 
under summer fallow, the wo**k 
is spread out more uniformly 
ove r the season thus reducing 
the peak load of work at seed¬ 
ing time and harvest. Weed con 
trol is also more effective where 
the land is summed fallowed 
very second year than it is 
where a summer-fallow is in¬ 
cluded onl v every third year. 

The above data indicates why 
there is still a controversy be¬ 
tween those favouring the two 
year and three-year rotations. 
At the Station where effective 
drifjt control is practised the 
two year rotation is preferred 
because of i ts greater efficiency 
in weed control and its tendency 
to keep the production higher 
in the critical dry years.
